He Drew Up the Will and the Testatrix

Bight to Appear as an Adopted Son 
In tho Case. 
SALEM, Mass., Sept. 38.—The hearing in 


the Searles will case was opened in tho 
probate court yesterday morning. Will- 
lam W. Dodge testified to drawing the 
will of Mrs. Searles. It was read to her 
and aha signed it alter declaring that it 
expressed her wishes. She was to all ap- 
pearances of sound mind. Witness men-

tioned the drawing of another will, and 
the court, on motion, ordered it produced. 
Incidental to the request it was stated 
that Timothy Hopkius would not be con- 
ceded the right to appear as an adopted 
son. Mr. Burleigh proceeded to cross- 
examine witnesses, his main point beiug 
the fact that the name "Timothy Hop- 
kins" was written in apparently a differ- 
ent ink in a blank space left for the name. 
Mr. Dodge stated that his impression 
was that he left the space until he not to 
Metbucn, as he was not sure whether 
there was a middle initial. He had been 
instructed to draw a wilt leaving all the 
property to Mr. Searles, aud, as his duty 
as a lawyer required, he inserted the sec- 
tion. 
Regarding the omission of the 


name of Timothy Hopkins he called the 
special attention of Mrs. Searles to this. 
and told her he could modify it if she de- 
sired, but she stated that it expressed her 
wishes, and it was executed.

to the will, corroborated the last witness, 
Cross-examination showed that the wit- 
ness could not read & single word.

will, corroborated the previous witnesses 
as to the execution of the two wills. Ho 
had also witnessed a will for Mr. Searles 
since the death of Mrs. Searles. 
This 


closed the case for the executors. Mr. Bur- 
leigh asked the executors to produce a 
will of Mary F. S. Searles dated in Novem- 
ber, 1887. Judge Harmon ruled that the 
executors produce this will. Mr. Burieigh 
stated that the position of the contestants 
was, first, that there was not sufficient at- 
testation of the will; second, that the will 
was procured by undue influence and 
fraud on the part of Edward F. Serrles 
and some confederates, aud, third, that 
testatrix was not of sound miud at the 
time the will was made. Mr. Burleigh 
then called Edward F. Searles to the wit- 
ness stand. In the afternoon session the 
examination of Edward F. Searles was 
continued. He first met Mrs. Hopkins in 
San Francisco in March. 1883, going to her 
house with a letter of introduction to look 
over her house; met her there several 
times, Koing on excursions into the coun- 
try twice with her and her daughter-iu 
law. 


Timothy objected to the Marriage. 


He then d< tailed his acquaintance, and 


visits to Mrs. Hopkins. The first proposi- 
tion of marriage between the t wo came 
from Mrs. Hopkins iu New York in the 
fall of 1S&J. He did not assent to it for a 
year, but iu December, lbS4, he entertained 
the proposition: knew at the time that 
Mrs. Hopkins was born in 18:iO and was lit 
years his senior; had never previously pro- 
posed marriage to anyone. AVituess could 
not well help knowing that Mrs. Hopkius 
was a lady of large means 
He delayed 


the proposition of marriage to give her a 
chance to he sure she was satisfied, and 
after he entertained it, delayed marrying 
for three years. In the spring of 1880 he 
went to Florida as the guest of Mrs. Hop- 
kins in her private car. Slie was accom- 
panied by Miss Cass, of Great Barrington. 
Witness, from 18S5 to Ib87, was superin- 
tendent of the building of Mrs. Hopkins' 
at Great Barrington. 
He had understood 


that the son, Timothy, in connection with 
the railroad people, managed her affrirs; 
bad been told by Mrs. Hopkins that Tim- 
othy objected to the marriage, but had 
cherished no ill will toward him for it; 
the agreement of marriage was entered 
into in September, 18S7, ou witness' part 
because he greatly admired her. 


A Marriage Contract. 


In reply to a question he said that he 


married her for all she had, both love and 
money, but should never have married 
her for money alone. Did not know of 
the will made ou the day of the marriage, 
Nov. 8,1887, until after her death, but did 
not think it was intentionally made be- 
hind his back. A marriage contract made 
at the same time was also put iu convey- 
ing by Mrs. Hopkins to T. E SMllrmvn as 
truatae for the benefit of tdwurd F. 
Searle» after the marriage, the mansion 
in San Francisco; improved and unim- 
proved land in Sacrament; 
mountain 


lands in Summit, Soda Springs. Cat; red 
wood and timber lands on the coast 
range; two parcels of quarry lands; the 
Great Barrington property and four lots 
on Ninth street, New York. This con- 
tract was cancelled . June 18, 1688. The 
hearing was here adjourned for the day.

ACCEPTED BRIBES. 


Pennsylvania Mine Bosses Accueed *f 


Crooked Work. 


POTTSVILLE, Sept, 23 —Labor organiza- 


tions throughout the anthracite regions 
have long complained ol the propensity 
ot the coal operators to employ cheap 
labor from Italy, Poland and Hungary 
In preference to native and naturalized 
miners at living wages. The operators in 
numberless instances have denied the 
statement and in other cases have made 
whatever defense circumstances would 
allow, alleging that the scarcity of Amer- 
icans at the mines necessitated the em- 
ployment of Huns, Poles and Italians. 
Accepted Money from Foreign Applicants 


Facts that have just come to light, how- 


ever, give a new aspect to the matter. It 
has been ascertained that many inside 
foremen and mine bosses, to whom the 
engaging and discharging of men are left 
by the owners aud operators, corruptly 
accept bribes from foreign applicants for 
work and lay off native miners to make 
room for them, unknown to their supe- 
riors. The discovery has occasioned much 
indignation. 


Several DismigRala Made. 


Detectives have been employed to ob- 


tain evidence of these transactions, and 
in several mines astonishing discoveries 
have been made It has been found that 
the foreigners made a regular practice 
of securing employment in the mines by 
paying from $5 to $25 cash to the fore- 
men for the privilege of working. At 
the Nottingham mine the other day, John 
Berkheiser, Inside foreman, was sum- 
marily 
dismissed for accepting such 


bribes, and at the AVashington mine, 
over near Plymouth, Thomas Young was 
eimilarly treated for like offenses. Other 
dismissals are to follow in neighboring 
mines, and now the American miners are 
beginning to "look up." 


TOWNS IN DANGER. 


Great Damage Caused by Frnirie Flr«« 


in South Dakota. 


ST. PAUL, Sept. 23.—Xews was received 


Tuesday evening that a terrible prairie 
fire was raging in the vicinity of Arilas, S. 
D., a town of ;W inhabitants, about forty 
miles south of Huron, on the Chicago and 
Northwestern 
railway. 
Great damage 


was done to crops and farm property, aud 
the town itself barely escaped destruction, 
The flre was driven rapidly by the wind, 
which blew forty-five miles an hour. The 
grass and stubble is very dry, and the in- 
tense heat of the last seven days has fauly 
parched the earth, so that fire breaks wero 
but little protection.

night, as reported in these dispatches. 
The body was found about noon near 
the flume of the waierworks, and it. is 
known that, the woman got off Michigan 
Central train No. 6, easthound, at Falls 
View Station parly Tuesday morning.

In the 
morning 1 slartfd to po nnd tell you, but 
thought it would be kinder to let you think me 
dead, as I hoped to be before now. T can't KO 
homo, but if I am to Ito in aa asylum I would 
rather be in Buffalo. 


Was t'tterly De.spontlrnt. 


"I do not think that Mrs. Rathhim \vns 


insane,'1 said Dr. Buck Tuesday night. 
"She 
was a worunn of uuforiunale tem- 


perament, and when she came to my 
house was suffering from nervous pros- 
tration. She wns utterly despondent and 
could look upon nothing but the dark 
side of things. She bad a number of 
imlginary troubles over which she brood- 
ed continually. The water had a fatal 
fascination for her. I believe that If she 
had taken some oilier route to Buffalo 
and hod not been obliged to cross the Ni- 
agara river she would uow he alive,''

frame made of four uprights a buck«t of 
water is set. the contents of which Khan 
ready for operations weigh twenty-nine 
pounds.
